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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, March 1, 1867. 

Tuts has been the fortnight of letter-writing. I 
mentioned to you some time since MM. Michel Levy 
intended publishing the complete correspondence 
of Heinrich Heine. As soon as his widow heard of 
it she brought suit to restrain the publication. 
The newspapers mentioned it, and expressed a 


hope she would, upon reflection, desist from the | 


legal proceedings. She replied by this letter :— 
“Sir: How did you hear of the action I have 
brought against M. Michel Levy? [I lead a very 
retired life, and do not make a noise about the senti- 
ment which has led me to avenge the memory of 
my husband outrageously insulted. These are the 
facts. I have often heard it said that literary men 
are mere children in business compared with pub- 
lishers. I am a woman; judge of my inexperience 
when I entered into business arrangements with 
M. Michel Levy. But he was so kind, so obliging, 
I could not have thought of distrusting him. One 
day, touched by his solicitude, I told him some 
foreign publisher had issued letters from my hus- 
band which were styled private, but which really 
were fabricated. Iwas distressed by it, but how 
could I bring suit in Germany? M. Levy replied, 
Procure me the volumes and I will sue the pub- 
lisher, laying the damages at $20,000. I mention 
these figures for the sake of accuracy. I desired 


only one thing, namely, to prevent that publica- | 
tion, and I was so fortunate as to meet a protector

who would see that I attained my ends! 
gated the matter, and was led to purchase seven 
volumes in German, which I gavetohim. Months, 
years passed away. I requested M. Michel Levy 
to return me the volumes I[ had confided to him, 
as he made no use of them in the defence of my 


rights ; but he was always so busy, and those Ger- | 


man books were so far away under piles of books, 
that I waited patiently, and was still waiting, when 


I heard, in a very indirect way, M. Michel Levy was | 
about to publish the fabricated and translated let- | 


ters, which, at one time, had excited his anger. 
This is the reason I have brought suit. Did you} 
know these facts, sir? You will no longer have a} 
right to laugh at me. You, in turn, have played | 
M. Michel Levy’s game. You thought he told you 
about a curious lawsuit, while his object was to get 
ten lines from you in your newspaper, knowing | 
perfectly well that written by you they would be a 
recommendation which would enable him to sell, 
before the decision of the courts, a great many vol- 
umes. I remain, Wipow Henri HEINE.” 


M. Michel Levy replied :— 
“ Sir: The reflections raised in your mind by the | 
action brought against us by Mme.

volumes of which we have published, have led toa}

Hoffman & Campe, the publishers by contract, in 
the same manner as I am of Mme. Heine, and the 
German publishers of her husband above forty years, 
as I have been his French publisher these last four- 
teen years. This origin of my translation is a ma- 
terial fact which is easy to be ascertained, and 
which Mme. Heine, or rather her advisers, have 
not taken the trouble to examine, but which can- 
not escape the attention of a court of justice. MM. 
Binger Brothers, of Amsterdam, have published 
an unauthorized edition of some of Henri Heine’s 
works. This is the edition which Mme. Heine 
complained to me about two or three years ago, 
and of which she gave me a copy as evidence, in 
case I thought proper to bring suit against the 
publishers. But I borrowed absolutely nothing 
I have never translated one 
single line from it, which I should have demon- 
strated to Mme. Heine, if before sending me process 
she had been good enough to call on me about the 
business, as my good relations with her perhaps 
should have prompted her'to do. I still hope that, 


| convinced of my good faith, after seeing these pal- 


pable proofs of it, Mme. Heine will dismiss the 

suit which blundering advisers have made her

P. S. Mme. Heine speaks of her inexperience, and 
suggests that I took advantage of it when I made my 
contract with her. Now I did not negotiate it with 
Mme. Heine. It was with M. Embden, a Hamburgh 
merchant, Henri Heine’s cousin and friend, whom 
she charged with the business and who came to 
Paris expressly to arrange the matter with me. 
Mme. Heine had nothing to do with it except to 
write her name at the foot of the contract, just as 
she probably did at the foot of the letter she sent 

ou.”

| superficially on every question, and perhaps he was 
unable to find in his encyclopedia a report of the 
first performance of Michel et Christine. This is 
the pretended anecdote: The day of the first 
performance of Michel et Christine, Scribe invited 
Dupin to come tohis box. The piece was played. 
What was M. Dupin’s astonishment when the actor

and when Scribe said to him: ‘It is the five act melo- 
drama you gave me, I have made a one act piece of 
it.’

Here is the latest pen-and-ink portrait of M. de 
Lamartine: “That old man you see sitting in an 
arm-chair, sad and silent, is he. So recently as ten 
years since, when he walked about the streets of 
Paris, straight, thin, and buoyant, he looked, with 
his threadbare clothes, like a nobleman on whom 
fortune had not smiled, and who shielded himself 
by extreme cleanliness from the results of poverty. 
Now age has marked him distinctly ; every feature, 
every sinuosity of his epidermis bears age’s claws. 
If the head retains the Grecian smallness which 
was once admired, it is no longer in harmonious 
proportion with the face. The cheek bones and 
jaws have increased; the eyes have lost their 
lustre, and that eloquent mouth, which calmed 
storms and pacified angry mobs, has lost some of 
its teeth and undergone age’s deformity. He 
speaks with so much difficulty he commonly keeps 
silent.” It issaid M. de Lamartine’s debts amount 
to $400,000, and his income is set down at $16,000 
a year, of which $6,000 come from the Sultan 
(who settled some years since this annuity on him), 
and $6,000 from his wife’s estate. If these state- 
ments be true, M. de Lamartine requires $24,000 a 
year to keep down the interest on his debt; and 
it is said he cannot manage to live for less than 
$20,000 a year, consequently his income is just 
$28,000 a year below his expenses. But it must 
be noticed that his copyright is not included in 
this estimate of income. I stumbled the other

DickENns’s DEaLincs witH AMERICANS.—Mr. Chas, 

Dickens has always been loud in his complaints 
| against what he calls the “ piracy” of American 
publishers. We see it announced in the “ New 
| York Tribune” that, when Ticknor & Fields issued 
|the first number of their Diamond edition of 
| Dickens, they sent him two hundred pounds, in 
| order that he should share the profits, and that Mr. 
| Dickens wrote back, saying, “I think you know 
‘how high and far beyond the money’s worth I 
esteem this act of manhood, delicacy, and honor. I 
have never derived greater pleasure from the re- 
ceipt of money in all my life.” No doubt, he was 
surprised as well as pleased at receiving £200, 
|which he had not bargained for, but the above 
| statement, and particularly the quotation from the 
| letter, might convey the idea that it was an unusual 
|thing for Mr. Dickens to receive money from the 
| United States on account of his writings. 

Such an impression would be entirely erroneous, 
| for Mr. Dickens has derived a considerable part of 
his income from moneys paid him for advance 
|sheets of his various works. From the very first 
| —that is, as far back as the great hit he made with 
the “ Posthumous Papers of the Pickwick Club,” 
| nearly thirty years ago—Harper Brothers of New 
| York, desirous of securing and retaining in their 
own hands the exclusive sale of his works, have 
paid him large sums foreach as it appeared. Since 
the first issue of ‘‘ Harpers’ Magazine,” and, subse- 
| quently, of “ Harpers’ Weekly,” each new work by 

Dickens has been published in these periodicals, 
by special arrangement with the author, almost 
|simultaneously with their appearance in London. 

Impressions of the illustrations, chiefly on steel,

| put in the hands of good artists, who copied and

Nowhere is our deficiency greater than in binding. 
We have two or three binders who give us excel- 
lent workmanship, but they are utterly unequal to 
the demands upon them, and hence the majority of 
our books are unspeakably vulgar in appearance 
and poor in execution. Even our best binders are 
unable to supply themselves with elegant designs 
for tooling, and must either copy the foreign or 
content themselves with such new combinations of 
old forms as they can make. Certain books re- 
quire elaborate and artistic ornamentation, and in 
Europe there are men specially educated in this 
branch of art who continually surprise us with 
unique and often exquisitely beautiful designs, 
which unite grace, delicacy, character, invention, 
harmony of proportion, and unity of effect. There 
if‘not an artist in the whole breadth of the Union 
of any skill or experience in this department ; and 
consequently anything like originality or artistic 
beauty in designs for book-covers is not at present 
possible. 

We can make good paper, but we seldom use it. 
There is a certain class of American novels which 
never fail to remind one of a man ina finecoatover a 
soiled shirt. Take up a copy of one and you will 
observe its gayly-gilded and highly-colored binding ; 
open it and you are startled and disgusted by its 
coarse and yellow paper and its wretched printing. 
Better paper and better printing are often put in 
our daily newspapers. This class of books does 
more to bring into contempt American taste and 
culture than any other. The square, inelegant, 
and clumsy proportions of these books are also 
noticeable. Almost all American books have 
trimmed edges; almost all English ones, unless 
bound in leather, have their edges uncut. There 
has always been considerable discussion on this | 
point, and in England at present there is, as we | 
have before mentioned, a strenuous advocacy of 
the American plan, headed by no less a personage 
than Mr. Charles Dickens. It is not easy to con- 
vert a connoisseur to this opinion. A trimmed 
book is in his eye an abomination ; and it is really | 
the case that, apart from any considerations of 
convenience, there is a style and elegance in the 
virgin margin of a folded sheet, before the knife 
has touched it, which is peculiarly charming. This | 
charm is partially injured in American books, when 
bound with uncut edges, by the fact that, either 
from inequality in the size of the paper or imper- 
fect register of the sheet on the press, the signature | 
rarely folds with the regularity and neatness which 
characterize the English books. This point is very 
noticeable in periodicals, There is another diffe- 
rence between English and American books which | 
may be referred to here: our books in muslin are | 
all bound with firm and tight backs; the English 
with free and open backs. The English book will, | 
therefore, lie flat and open in your hand; the! 
American, on the contrary, requires some leverage | 
to keep it open. One method is more durable and | 
sightly, the other more agreeable. | 

An interesting consideration in book-making is | 
the style of type. There is a settled connection | 
between the form of the letter and the thought of 
the author which is more easily felt than analyzed ; 
in one style of type an author’s language will seem 
compact, in another diffuse ; in one metal garb it 
will appear obtuse, and in another sharp and clear. 
There is what might be called an esthetic quality 
not only in the form of type, but in the spelling of 
words ; and the opposition to Mr. Webster’s inno- 
vations often arises from a vague perception of the 
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fact. When you drop u from color you seem in 
some way toextract all the color and heart out of 
the word. If the idea is fanciful, why is it that 
the u is almost universally retained in Saviour, it 
being distincly felt that to deprive that word of 
even a letter would be to sacrilegiously despoil it 
of its sacred completeness ? But every bibliopole 
appreciates and admits the value and significance 
of styles in type. Of late years there has been a 
rage for what is called Old Style, which, unlike many 


fashions, is deserving of all the favor it receives. 


But in employing this style the long s’s should 
be dropped altogether, as they are a hindrance and 
a vexation to a majority of readers. If the object 
were merely to make fac-similes of antique books, 
then of course this peculiar s should be retained. 
But the type has not been revived, as some suppose, 


| with the idea of imitating the old because it is old, 


but for the reason that the type is singularly 
pleasing to the eye, its slight irregularity and 
quaintness of form adding to its charms. It can be 
read, moreover, with more ease and at a greater 
distance than the ordinary formal-cut type. 

The most important question concerning Ameri- 
can books is, after all, theircost. There is pressing 
need for a class of issues which shall combine neat- 
ness with cheapness and compactness. The Messrs. 
Harpers supply us pretty well with the better 
English novels in a cheap and fairly readable form ; 
but in the whole range of English or American clas- 
sics one must either purchase more costly copies 
than he needs, or content himself with those which 
are vilely printed from worn-out plates. No man, 
says a Frenchman, whose income is less than five 


‘thousand dollars, can afford to buy a book ; because, 


he explains, no man buys one book—he buys a 
hundred or none. Cannot the publishers make 
some effort for the benefit of the large class which 
have literary taste and scant pocket-books? The 
Arue economy of book-making—the largest result 
from the smallest expenditure—has been rarely 
studied. There is too much waste in the ordinary 
book—too much weight in the paper, too much 
margin, too much cost in the binding. Thick paper 
and wide margins are well enough for those who 
can afford sumptuous editions for their grand libra- 
ries, but become wasteful luxuries for those whose 
means are small and needs many. Why, more- 
over, when one seeks to buy a Shakspeare or a Milton, 
must he be compelled to purchase so much extra 
weight of paper, thereby paying to the publisher 
seventy or eighty cents a pound for a material 
worth about twenty? A thin paper renders a book 
more flexible and free to the hand, and, so far, 


|more agreeable than the heavier volume. It is 


only necessary that the paper should not be so thin 
as to be transparent. Again, why must we have 
wide margins and large type save when a luxurious 


elegance is confessedly designed? The type, of 


course, must not be so small as to strain the eye; 
but small, though perfectly clear and legible type, 
narrow margins, and thin paper are great economies 
in book-making, and all three are perfectly com- 
patible with neatness and attractiveness. It is 
desirable, also, to make a radical change in the 
binding of books. There are, in fact, only two 
proper styles—one in substantial leather, morocco, 
or calf, which may be graced with all the appoint- 
ments of art; the other simply in paper. Muslin 
binding, so much in vogue, has nothing to defend 
it. It is paltry, perishable, and at the same time 
expensive, an as every different work is bound in 
an independent style and of an independent size, 
it is far from suitable for libraries.
